The following is a correction for the 
1979 IBS International Postal Matches. 
While transferring figures from 
worksheet to worksheet in putting the 
1979 Postal results into final form an er- 
ror was entered which changed the 
standings of the teams in the Heavy 
Bench Rifle matches. The following 
figures are correct. 

On the Australian Heavy Benchrest Ri- 
fle team, competitor number five, John 
Henry’s Grand Agg. should read .4517”. 
This changes the team score to .4170”, 
putting the Australian team in first place 
and moving the U.S. team into 2nd place 
with a .4448”. 

The above error was picked up by In- 
ternational Committee member Ron 
Marsden, S.S.A.A., who promptly got a 
letter off to me to correct the data. All 
permanent IBS International Committee 
records have been corrected. 

Following is the equipment data for 
the 1979 teams from Italy which had not 
been received when the Postal results 
were sent to our editor. You will recall 
that the teams from Italy did a very out- 
standing job during the 1979 matches. 
The Light Varmint team placed 1st with a 
.3708” and the Heavy Varmint team was 
third with a score of .3864”.

Handicapped (Tried To) 
Benchrest 


Editor’s note: While browsing around 
in the archives the other day | happend 
upon the following article. Fortunately it 
was in the archives. Webster tells us that 
an arc is part of a circle and that hives 
are an irritating swelling that itches like 
crazy. Combine them into archives and 
we have a story written by some guy who 
was going around in circles from the 
hives. Read on! 


Over the years there have been many 
proposals that would improve(??) the 
sport of benchrest. Perhaps the most in- 
teresting was the proposal to handicap 
benchrest shooters much like the 
shotgun shooters rank themselves ac- 
cording to skill. With some form of in- 
centive the good shooter might have a 
chance against the guy who was on a 
hot streak. The proposition received 
much comment over the winter prior to 
the shooting season in question. Action 
was to be taken during the nationals. 
(Ed. Everyone was so excited they forgot 
to note the year.) 

Ways to implement the handicap were 
discussed. The serious among the 
bench clan felt that yardage handicap- 
ping was the best route to take. Give the 
new shooter 15 yards and add 15 or 20 to 
the experienced ones. The mechanics of 
this would have to be worked out. 

The saner souls offered safety rules 
for this. There would be no lounging 
ahead of the line when the long yardage 
boys were shooting. There would be no 
bolts in rifles at 115 yards when the 85 
yarders were shooting. These were 
sound rules but were unnecessary till 
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something was decided. Everyone was 
worried. 

Someone else suggested that the new 
shooter be given so many thousandths 
for his first attempt. Before he even fired 
a shot he would receive say .028, to be 
deducted from his score. An old hand at 
the game worried that this guy might 
shoot a .027 aggregate and we would 
owe him points. It was crazy, according 
to him. Still others liked adding points to 
the score of the good shooters. 

One shooter even went so far as to 
offer a reward to any good shooter who 
would take a dive so that a new shooter 
might win once in a while. It was a heavy 
discussion all year. 

Time wore on and the date for the 
meeting arrived. It was to be held in 
Lewis’ Bar & Grill. Lewis was a 
benchrester and strong supporter of one 
of the measures. He felt that by having 
the meeting in his grog shop he might be 
able to influence a vote or two when 
some of the shooters came under the in- 
fluence. He also might make some 
money for components. No fool, this 
Lewis. 

As the evening wore on the proposals 
flew and the words became stronger. For 
a while it looked like benches on rollers, 
and arailed firing line, would win. Some- 
one suggested that it would be unfair to 
those clubs that did not have a railroad 
nearby. Were they suggesting some- 
thing dishonest? Pretty soon it was sug- 
gested that the poor shooters should 
receive the advantage of first relay. That 
way they would have a chance and the 
better guys would have to fight with con- 
ditions later in the day. It was suggested 
that this was OK till someone mentioned 
that a shooter might try to “‘sandbag”’ on 


his sandbags. How dishonest! That was 
overruled with only Mr. Lewis voting 
against it. 

Other proposals came before the 
board, and the bored, till it was so late 
that dawn was reaching over the 
horizon. It was agreed upon that a com- 
mittee be set up to look into ways of 
looking into handicapping till the next 
meeting could be agreed upon. That 
sounds like the work of modern day 
committees so there have not been too 
many changes over the years. Everyone 
had a good breakfast and tried to get his 
eyeball back into action before the first 
relay. 

What had been accomplished with 
regard to this greatest of ideas to equal- 
ize the competition in benchrest? 

The history books tell little. Shooter’s 
News and Precision Shooting hint at it 
but there is actually no declaration of 
results. For those who hang around 
benchrest there are many clues in the 
stories told after the matches. Let us go 
back to that early attempt at handicap- 
ping to see what happened. 

Harold Lewis never made it till the 3rd 
relay. His excuse was: “‘I sat up late en- 
tertaining friends.’”’ The great barrel 
maker remarked: ‘‘I finished one barrel 
too many.”’ His score was terrible. Skin- 
ny Rail Harris told that: “I ate too 
damned much and | cannot get up to the 
bench without belching.’’ Doc 
What’shisname complained of a 
headache that ached in places besides 
his head. Melvin Dotsy, who lives next to 
Lewis’ complained that the neighbors 
made so much noise that he could not 
sleep. His eyes just would not focus on 
the crosshair. Clem Smith and Harry 
Chorister spent the night, in their car at 
the range, complaining that the competi- 
tors had no right to call a meeting at 
Lewis’ without consulting them, or the 
bylaws beforehand. The list goes on and 
on but the idea is there. It appears that 
times do not change much. 

As the day progressed it became ap- 
parent that there was something wrong. 
A new shooter by the name of Alvin Hab- 
ber was mopping things up.

It quickly became apparent to those 
who were at the meeting that the whole 
thing was almost a waste. What with, 
headaches, bellyaches, hangovers, too 
much sleep, too little sleep and a gallon 
of other excuses they had conveniently 
handicapped themselves and the best 
man had won. They decided to let well 
enough alone. To this day we are glad 
they did.

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THE ROWLAND GROUP 
FINALLY SURPASSED 


After 77 years and 5 days the famous 
Charles W. Rowland, Boulder, Colo. 10- 
shot, 200 yard, .727-inch tin-lead alloy 
bullet group has been beaten. The ac- 
tual size photo of Mr. Rowland’s group, 
shown here, was taken from Shooting & 
Fishing magazine (forerunner of Arms & 
The Man, and The American Rifleman 
magazines) issue of July 4, 1901. This 
copy happens to be the late Harry M. 
Pope’s personal copy with his footnotes 
on the margin of the magazine as shown 
in the photo. You will note that he states 
it was shot with one of his ‘“‘hfd. bbls.” 
(Hartford, Conn. before he went with 
Stevens on May 1, 1901). Mr. Rowland’s 
data on his target is in his own handwrit- 
ing and is quite legible. The group was 
fired from a machine rest on May 16, 
1901. 

As far as is known James A. ‘‘Bud” 
Welsh of Kenmore, N.Y. is the first 
shooter to equal or surpass this wonder- 
ful feat with tin-lead alloy bullets. This 
group was shot during the regularly 
scheduled shoulder-to-shoulder match 
of The Western New York Schuetzen 
Society on May 21, 1978. It was fired on 
The Alabama Hunt Club Range at 
Alabama, N.Y. from a bench rest with 
front and rear sandbags, shooting from 
the shoulder as shown in the two photos. 
The group was fired on a standard 200 
yard bench rest target of The American 
Single Shot Rifle Association in the local 
club’s match No. M4. 

Mr. Welsh’s 10-shot, 200 yard group 
measured .521-inch as averaged by 
three experienced scorekeepers, was 
fully witnessed and is shown here actual 
size. 

Here are some of the ‘tremendous tri- 
fles” that Mr. Welsh provided for me.

BULLET: 

Mr. Welsh used a mould of his own 
manufacture with base-cut-off bullet 
shot ‘‘as cast’ of 1 part tin to 20 parts 
pure lead, 200.5 plus or minus .1 grains 
weight, kept and fired in sequence cast, 
loaded into the bore ahead of the cham- 
ber thru a Roderick type concentric 
bullet chamber guide with a jack to seat 
the bullet base 2.125-inches in from the 
breech end of the barrel. The bullet 
lubricant was a mixture of 50% Vaseline, 
50% Paraffin to which is added one teas- 
poon of RCBS case lube per pound of 
mixture. The bullets were poured from a 
Lyman lift valve electric pot at a tem- 
perature of 800° F. plus or minus 25° F 
using his bullet lube to flux the pot after 
every 25 bullets cast. The front 4 bands 
on the bullet measure .322’, and the 
baseband is .3245” diameter.

Crows and Benchrest, 


A Necessary Combination

Editor’s note: Over the years many 
benchresters speak of the importance of 
accuracy techniques for the serious var- 
mint shooter. Success with varmints 
cannot take place without a fine rifle. 
Over these same years little has ap- 
peared in print concerning varmints and 
benchrest. We are presenting this little 
story as a starter for that exposure. Mr. 
Startup is interested in benchrest as it 


effects his varmint shooting. He reports 
that he is afraid that the accuracy bug 
that has bitten him and he will have to 
get into benchrest. A visit to a match in 
Virginia is planned and he may be 
hooked.

WEATHER: 

Temperature 65° F., overcast, 5 to 10 
mph winds coming across the range 
from about 4 o’clock. He said it took 
about 15 minutes to fire the group of ten 
shots and the hardest thing he has ever 
had to do was to touch the set trigger for 
the last shot of the group!

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Magnum. Good sport occurs but the real 
challenge takes over in the fall. 

During the winter months a few of us 
try our hand at a different kind of target 
— the not so honored common crow. 

Any varmint hunter will try a crow 
when the opportunity presents itself but 
to deliberately go out and hunt these 
black rascals is another matter. It is a 
tough act to follow. 

There are two requirements for this 
sport and each is of equal importance. 
One will not work without the other. 

The first is a rifle that will shoot 1/2 
MOA, or less, for 5 shots. Achieving this 
is somewhat of a chore as few factory ri- 
fles are ready as they come from the box. 
A bit of time and some benchrest 
knowledge will make the chore a bit 
easier. Bedding techniques, loading in- 
formation and optical insight learned 
from the benchrest crowd will make the 
pursuit of the 1/2 MOA rifle a lot easier. 
Once that rifle is found, or purchased, 
we can concentrate on the other require- 
ment, the shooter. 

The second requirement is for a 
shooter who can estimate range, read 
wind and mirage, know when to shoot, 
and exercise safety. Combine the 
shooter and the rifle on a good day and 
things can really happen. 

A look at the southern crow reveals a 
critter that loves to fly just as you are 
ready to squeeze off the shot. They love 
to move from sure kill range at 150 or 250 
yards out to the 300 yard plus range 
where things get really tough. When you 
manage to hit one the rest will stick 
around and you can take three or four 
more before they leave the county. After 
they have been shot at a few times you 
will find that just driving down the road 
will spook them. You must overcome this 
or crow season is over. 

One of the crow’s favorite tricks is to 
walk away from you. You get the cross 
hair lined up just right and the crow 
takes a step or two. You repeat this pro- 
cess and he takes a few more steps. 
After enough of this you think: “He will 
take off,” or: “‘I’ll never get a shot.”” Now 
he does stop and peck at something on 
the ground. Quickly you check condi- 
tions and line him up again, just as he 
steps away. Frustrating isn’t the word for 
it. 

It does have its rewards, however. 
When you finally get one he explodes in 
a cloud of feathers and you know you 
have made it. When you have collected 
six or eight straight you know that you 
have done some fine shooting at some 
very small targets at some very long 
ranges over some tricky conditions. 
There are few around who can equal 
that.
